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Continuation of 3: The proposed claim language defines the bead base, radially inner 
flange, and radially outer flange as "distinct" regions; however, it appears from Figure 3 
that the knurls or protrusions are arranged over "distinct portions" of each of the above 
noted regions, wherein said knurls in each region are spaced from the knurls in an 
adjacent region. Furthermore, the proposed claim in lines 10 and 11 requires knurls in 
each of the bead base, radially inner flange, and radially outer flange; however, in lines 
14 and 15, the claim introduces "additional knurts" in the radially outer flange. It 
appears that the second description should be cancelled to provide a clear and concise 
understanding of the claimed invention. 

Continuation of 11: As noted above, the claim as currently drafted merely requires 
that the bead base, radially inner flange, and radially outer flange are distinct regions- 
the claim does not require that knurls are arranged in distinct portions of each of the 
regions. Thus, each of the references can be viewed as having distinct regions, 
wherein knurls are located in each of said regions. It is suggested that the claim be 
amended to more fully describe the embodiments depicted in Figure 3, in which the 
knurls of the radially outer flange extend in the radial direction and are circunnferentially 
spaced from the knurls of the radially inner flange, which similarly extend in the radial 
direction. 
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
